I am going to rear with him to 
talk with his commanding  of- 
ficer. I'll be back (I hope) in 
three hours.” 

Placed Under Guard. 

When the German colone] 
clapped eyeson the Yank emissary 
he shouted that he was under ar- 
rest and placed him under the 
guard of a dozen German sg0l- 
diers with machine pistols. They 
plied him with candy and he plied

Other German officers labored

In instances where miners who. 
are paid by contract or piece rates 
according to the amount of coal 
dug are unable, because of rock or 
other bad working conditions, to 
produce enough coal to earn a full 
day’s wage, the company is re- 
quired by contract to pay them a 
“make-up wage” which brings 
their earnings up to a specified 
/minimum, | 

The company contends that the 
miners are required by contract to 
put in a full work day in order 
to receive this “make-up wage.” 
The company says some of the 
men have worked only a few hours 
a day, even though conditions 
would have permitted working a 
full day, but, nevertheless, have 
claimed “make-up” pay. 

The strikers contend that men 
working under unfavorable con- 
ditions should not be required to 
put in more hours than those 
working under more favorable 
conditions. 

It has been customary, the Solid

Your words on such topics 
as world organization, inter-racial rela- 
tionships, economic opportunity, co-op- 
erative action, libernlism and honest 
government are always to be reckoned 
with by your opponents and bespeak an 
unwavering philosophy attuned to the 
highest ideals for the realization of 
which mankind has long struggled, 

The one betrayal of this high purpose, 
and the schism in your thinking which 
attracts the attention of the psycholo- 
gists, is your strange stand on the liquor 
question. Whereas in other discussions 
the keen blade of your sincerity pierces 
the self-interest of those who oppose the 
right, the best you can do on the prob- 
lem of intoxicants is to seek shelter in 
rationalization. It appears evident that 
in this instance personal appetite gains 
ascendancy over sound thought. 

To defend this position which your 
gubconscious doubtless tells you is 
wrong, your editorials on the subject 
marshal arguments which appear lu- 
dicrous in contrast to your customary 
cogent reasoning. Witness the editorial 
of Aug. 13 in which you imply that im- 
bibing intoxicating beverages is accord- 
ing to the laws of nature! 

The saddest thought to contemplate 
is that a great newspaper such as yours, 
on which the people depend for guid- 
ance, should urge its readers to be pre- 
pared to “celebrate” our victory over 
the renascent forces of the Dark Ages 
in a drunken stupor rather than to open 
their eyes to the world about them, 
strengthening their courage for the be- 
ginning struggle to bring the fruits of 
victory to the common man throughout 
the world.

Disposition of Germany 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I happened to be a member of the 
Army of Occupation in Germany until 
1921, and it gave me an excellent oppor- 
tunity to study the German people in 
their native surroundings. Being of 
German descent some generations back, 
I was accepted into their home life and 
gained a rather good understanding of 
their thinking processes. 

I am positive no amount of bombing 
or strafing will convince the German 
people that war is hell. The glory of 
war and the possible benefits therefrom 
have been too thoroughly ingrained in 
them. To make the lesson effective, 
armies will have to occupy the German 
Reich for at least one generation, and 
that generation to be trained in the 
ideals of peace. 

Only when the number who recognize 
peace as ideal outnumber those who 
recognize war as ideal will it be safe 
for the armies of occupation to leave 
Germany. 

This may seem pessimistic, but it Is 
realistic. Read through past history of 
the German Empire and you will find 
continued outcroppings of the thirst for 
war which has manifested itself in bat- 
tle after battle. I am of the opinion 
that mere punishment at this time will 
be very promptly forgotten, and that in 
another 20 or 30 years the whole job 
will have to be done all over again, un- 
less the next generation is trained to 
offset the misplaced ideals that are now 
ruling Germany.

~MVA Moves Forward! 


Last Friday Senator Murray of Montana intro- 
duced a bill for the creation of a Missouri Valley 
Authority. Yesterday; Senator Gillette of Iowa 
introduced another bill for this purpose. The 
bills differ very slightly; both are modeled aft- 
er the Tennessee Valley Authority; both are de- 
signed to set up a central agency to solve the 
vexing problems of the Missouri River. The pur- 
poses of a Missouri Valley Authority have fre- 
quently been stated in these columns. They are: 

An end to disastrous floods on the lower Mis- 
souri. 

A cure for disastrous drouths on the upper 
river. 

An end to jurisdictional disputes and bu- 
reaucratic rivalries for control of the river. 

An end to the pulling and hauling of special 
private interests. 

A regional authority for the Valley, modeled 
after the TVA idea. 

Objectives: Flood control, irrigation, naviga- 
tion, power, soil conservation, reforestation—to 
fulfill the destiny of the Missouri Valley. 

One big plan for one big river. 

Senator Murray and Senator Gillette, both 
working independently over a period of months, 
now have translated into concrete legislation the 
one big plan that is needed. Both Senators are 
Democrats, but they are of different hue, Mur- 
ray is known as a stanch New Dealer, while Gil- 
lette is one of the men President Roosevelt vainly 
tried to “purge” in 1938. It is clear, therefore, 
that the proposal of a Missouri Valley Authority 
is not a matter of New Deal party line, but a 
great legislative idea sponsored by Senators of 
differing political background. 

What differences lie between the Murray and 
Gillette bills are reported to be so minor as to 
be of no consequence. The main thing is that 
two of the most influential men in the Senate-— 
one from the upper river and one from the lower 
reaches of the great stream—agree that the pres- 
ent system of divided river control should be 
ended in favor of the unified management prin- 
ciple that has worked so brilliantly in the Valley 
of the Tennessee.

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The Trouble With Stamina 


People who like to claim that they owe their 
strength, their beauty or their wit to abstention 
from alcohol, or tobacco, or late hours, or 
gambling, or overeating, or attending the theater, 
or playing at cards, may have something to learn 
from Pvt. L. D. Walden of Kansas City and his 
stamina. 

Pvt. Walden attributes his stamina at the age 
of 46 to abstention from smoking and drinking, 
and, like many another, he finds that even it 
has its drawbacks. The specific disadvantage 
to stamina is that, having been attributed to and 
boasted of, it has perpetually to be proved. On his 
first furlough in two years, Pvt. Walden had to 
prove his stamina to younger and more disbe- 
lieving men twice—once by swimming the Ohio 
River at Cairo, and again by swimming the Mis- 
sissippi.

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Parallel in Poland 


The New Statesman and Nation, of London, 
draws a brilliant analogy which gives clarity to 
the status of Polish Government. “The Polish 
situation,” says that publication editorially, “is 
very much what the French would have been if 
the Vichy Government had been in England dur- 
ing the war and De Gaulle with the resistance 
movement in France.” 

The feudalistic Government-in-exile in London 
is bankrupt of popular authority except for Its 
Premier and, until recently, virtual prisoner, 
Stanislaw Mikolajezyk, the New Statesman and 
Nation says; rooted as it is in a policy of hatred 
and antagonism toward Russia, and having 
counted upon defeat of the U. S. S. R. by Ger- 
many and a vulture’s feast of Soviet territory 
for Poland. 

Whence does legitimacy come—from a past 
that no longer exists, that is dead; or from the 
living present? It comes only from the people 
and from the present. The Vichy Government 
had the same kind of legitimacy as is possessed 
by the anti-Soviet, anti-people’s Cabinet of Poland 
under President Rackiewz and Gen. Sosnkowski’s 
control. In this choice between technicality and 
actuality, between dead past and living present, 
between oppressors of the people and the people 
themselves, can there really be any question? 
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The herrenvolk are probably the only volk in 
Europe who found the French Riviera not a com- 
fortable place to spend the summer, 
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The Railroad Antitrust Suit 


As was to be anticipated, the Government’s fil- 
ing of an antitrust action against the Western 
railroads is followed immediately by counter- 
charges of politics. The allegation is colorable, 
for the same complaints were discussed at length 
in Congress and before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last year. Why, it will be asked, 
raise them again 11 weeks before a presidential 
election, if not for political motives? Further- 
more, regional freight-rate discrimination is con- 
demned in the Democratic platform. 

No cloud of political motivation, however, 
should keep the suit from receiving close publie 
consideration on the merits, for the issues are 
timely, seriloug and important. 

Two principal questions are involved. The one 
is how far railroads—and, by example, other 
businesses—-may band together for mutual bene- 
fit without forming a conspiracy against the 
public. So good are the arguments on both 
sides that the Wheeler bill to regulate railroad 
associations died in stalemate last year. Per- 
haps the debate will now continue to a settlement. 

On the other major question, the Government 


charges the Western railroads with acting in 
unholy concert to perpetuate a scale of freight 
rates substantially higher than those in the East, 
A railroad spokesman immediately labeled it “po- 
litical buncombe.” Whether the difficult legal 
fact of collusion can be established or not, the 
label does not fit the practical effect. 

Western manufacturers do have higher rates, 
mile for mile, than their Eastern competitors; 
and in consequence of this disadvantage and 
others, industry has grown only a fraction as 
great westward from the Mississippi as in the 
East. Lack of factories has left the West to a 
large degree dependent on a few staple agricul- 
tural products, with the familiar consequences 
of declining fertility and declining population. 
So the issue far transcends mere political par- 
tisanship. 
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An Unchosen Instrument 


The Senate Commerce Committee, in its letter 
to President Roosevelt regarding postwar air 
policy, is toying with a dangerous device when 
it takes up, with a gesture of approval, the 
chosen-instrument idea. This is the idea that the 
United States should have a single international 
air line, instead of a number of lines, to compete 
with other nations in the postwar skies. 

The chosen-instrument policy is advocated by 
Pan-American Airways, which would be its bene- 
ficlary, and apparently is being promoted in Con- 
gress by Senator Bennett Clark of Missouri, 
chairman of the Senate subcommittee to in- 
vestigate postwar civil aviation, and Senator 
Patrick McCarran of Nevada. The Commerce 
Committee in its letter to the President is 
acting upon recommendations of the Clark sub- 
committee. 

The advocates of the chosen instrument argue 
that this policy is order for the 
United States to with state-supported 
monopoly air lines, which will be the order in 
most of the other countries of the world. We 
have seen no persuasive proof in support of their 
predictions. 

The advocates of competition have advanced 
compelling arguments. One of the best is the 
showing of experience—that monopoly, as a sys- 
tem, has made service poor and rates high, and 
has suppressed the spirit of invention and im- 
provement; that competition, as a system, has 
produced the best, cheapest and most construc- 
tively adventuresome civil aviation. 

It is compelling argument that the commander 
of the United States Army Air Forces, Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, and many other independent-minded mili- 
tary authorities with him, carry the conviction 
that the competitive system is best for the na- 
tion’s military interests—just as the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board Is that it is best for 
our civil interests. Monopoly, whether in aviation 
or in any other field, is repugnant to the 
American spirit, and will never be accepted unless 
in exceptional types of business it can be shown 
to be a practical necessity as a means of pre- 
venting American enterprise from béing engulfed 
by the state monopolies of other nations.

But if this back- 
ground had been lacking, what happened 
on Dec. 7, 1941, would have made me the 
ardent champion of a single authority over 
everything that pertains. to America’s 
safety. As nothing else, Pearl Harbor re- 
vealed the danger that lies.in a division of 
responsibilities, 

A principal fault was the division of au- 
thority that necessitated conferences over 
two sets of orders instead of obedience to 
one set of orders. 


The Peril of a Method 


Peril lies in treating the national secur- 
ity as something that can be cut up into 
bureaucratic divisions and subdivisions, all 
at the mercy of pull and haul. 


Violent and incessant quarreling marked 
Army and Navy relations during the Span- 
ish-American War. Admirals and Generals 
indulged in petty jealousies and animosi- 
ties that might well have proved fatal but 
for the weakness of the enemy. 

A stiff-necked contentiousness still 
marks Army and Navy contacts in the 
lower echelons. What else can be expect- 
ed of an organizational arrangement that 
departmentalizes the national security, au- 
thorizing and encouraging rivalry? I can 
recall instance after instance where unity, 
the sense of belonging to the same team, 
was buried under a weight of partisanship. 

Not long since, a DC-3 Navy plane was 
grounded for 10 days at an airfield in Kan- 
sas through the loss of an aileron hinge. 
A Douglas factory, within easy flying dis- 
tance, had plenty of these hinges, but could 
not release them as the parts were being 
turned out under an Army contract. As a 
consequence, it Was necessary for the 
grounded plane to establish communication 
with the Aviation Supply office in Phila- 
delphia, which in turn channeled through 
to the Naval Air Transport Service in Oak- 
land. It was from California that the 
aileron hinge went to Kansas. 

In many areas, both at home and abroad, 
separate Army and Navy flying fields have 
been built at great expense, in some cases 
actually side by side. 


Difference of a Fraction 


Each service has its separate and dis- 
tinct set of calibers for artillery with just 
the minute fractional differences which 
prevent the ammunition from being inter- 
chanpeable, 

The Great Lakes Training Station, with 
ndditional housing, might well have accom- 
modated both the Army and the Navy, 

A screening board has corrected the sit- 
uation in some degree, but before its crea- 
tion the Navy and the Maritime Commis- 
sion virtually cornered all of the nation’s 
valve-making facilities, putting’ other claim- 
ants in the position of Mother Hubbard. 

The Canol project best serves to drive 
home my point that only unification of the 
fighting arms of Government can _ stop 
appalling wastes. Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Som- 


ervell authorized the project. Called to the 
witness stand, he admitted that no other 
department of Government was ever con- 
sulted. The Navy had as great an interest 
in oil for Alaska as the Army, but the 
Navy was ignored. So were the Petroleum 
Administrator, the War Production Board, 
the War Shipping Administration and 
Lend-Lease. Gen. Somervell, in fact, stated 
quite bluntly that the project was out of 
their fields and not part of their job. Here 
was not merely a refusal to co-operate but 
the positive assertion by one agency that 
others did not have to be considered, even 
though equally interested, 

lind other war agencies been consulted, 
there is small doubt that Canol would have 
died aborning, 


Jealousies Among the Men 


Interdepartmental jealousies also rip the 
fabric of unity. The Marines, for example, 
feel strongly that when landings are made 
by Leathernecks, Marine flyers should be 
assigned to the duty of supporting them. 
Instead, Navy flyers take over, and the 
air force of the Marines is handed the less 
spectacular job of patrol. 


Where do we go from there? West Point 
and Annapolis, by way of a good beginning, 
should not be continued as competitive in- 
stitutions, fostering rivalries that never die 
down. What better way to compel a sense 
of national security’s oneness than a sys- 
tem of exchange between the two acad- 
emies? At some point in the final period 
of instruction, switch the Cadets to An- 
napolis and the Middies to West Point. 
Break up the tradition that the Army and 
the Navy are separate and distinct, with 
the success of one endangering the success 
of the other. 


The end, of course, must be the integra- 
tion of every element of America’s defense 
in one department under one authoritative, 
responsible head. 


The Way It First Was 


In the last war, it was a great joke that 
the Navy “got the jump” on the Army, 
filling warehouses beyond all possible need 
and hoarding in spite of the Army’s press- 
ing necessities, Conditions today are bet- 
ter than they were, but I say again that 
lack of a single purchasing agency has 
caused the waste of millions, 

In no sense is: unification a radical pro- 
posal. The fathers of the Republic con- 
sidered the national defense as an indivis- 
ibility, and a single War Department was 
created by act of Congress on Aug, 7, 1789. 
Not until April 30, 1798, did the advocates 
of an independent Navy succeed in their 
effort. If Washington, Jefferson, Hamil- 
ton and Franklin, in their distant time, 
belleved in the full itntepration of Amertl- 
ca's offensive and defensive strength, how 
much more Important it Is today when 
modern war has leveled mountains, dried 
up oceans and annihilated space,

The course of the war can be discerned 
in the changing Nazi propaganda slogans 
used in Norway: 1940, ” 


“We have won! 
1941, “We shall win!” 1942, “We must

What Our Nation’s People 
Are Thinking And Feeling 


“State of the Nation,’’ by John Dos Passes. (Bough 
ton Mifflin Co., Bosten.) 

“State of the Nation” fs a compilation of 
wartime scenes on the home front, inti- 
mate little glimpses that are revealing be 
cause of the author's genius for selection, 
dramatic because of his unexcelled talent 
with a pen, Packed between the brick-red 
covers of the 333-page volume are all the 
pastel moods of a nation at war. manic 
and depressive in ever-changing cycles, tow- 
eringly optimistic and abysmally pessimis 
tic in swift succession; moods and whimsies 
as capricious as each one of its 130-odd 
million inhabitants. 

Dos Passos samples a Michigan factory 
manager's passionate discourse here, a 
grimy Pennsylvania coal miner’s outlook 
there; he listens to the manicured men ia 
the lounge cars on pack-jammed trains and 
to the back-biting social chitchat of ho- 
pollol in the nation’s Capital, He catches 
the jaded beauty of tired old cities and the 
fascinating turmoil of the new. In a ruah 
of nostalgia for his boyhood, even Waash- 
ington becomes attractive to him for the 
firat time-—although he did fall asleep in 
the House gallery listening to speeches that 
atood up “like peaks out of a mountain 
range drowned in mist,” with no visibie 
ridges to join them together. 

The scope of the book is grandiose; tn a 
row the panoramic scenes present a sweep- 
ing and nourishing tableau for those anemic 
critics who swear that the country is “go- 
ing soft.” But in a single chapter apprais- 
ing what he found, Dog Passos does find 
fault. While we are virile, aggressive, 
strong, he says, we are too directioniess. 

The nation is weathering the greatest 
storm it has ever encountered, he points 
out, and it must now determine its future 
course. “The test finds us far from ready 
to meet it. We haven't the leadership, th 
education, the theoretical background or 
the political formula we need. Still, in de- 
fiance of historical logic, 1 believe we are 
going to meet it.” 

Most of the contents of the book first 
appeared as a series of articles in Har- 
per’s, Liberty and Fortune, based on a 
swing across the country last year. It is 
solid, illuminating reportorial stuff, but it 
is more—it is real literature, far more ab- 
sorbing than his last novel, “Number One.” 
and at times rivaling his immortal trilogy 
“Uy. S. A.” in sheer stylistic brilliance. For 
my money, John Dos Passos still tops them 
all.

In this volume he summarizes his find- 
ings in reporting that has taken him from 
Nebraska to Washington, New York, Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and other points, with spe 
cial attention to the Congress.

He uncovers the tricks of practical 
politics which often prevent effective vot- 
ing, and offers suggestions for making the 
most of the individual vote. 

The book is provocative and informative.

Hitler Capered. 


In a political sense, it was the 
great break-through of Fascism, 
that seemed chosen by destiny to 
rule the world. In Paris, a quick- 
eyed camera caught a picture of 
Adolf Hitler in a capering, minc- 
ing dance of joy. From London, 
the last steady voice in Europe 
promised his people no victory, 
but “sweat, blood, and tears.” 

So overwhelming was the Ger- 
man force, so swift and disastrous 
the defeat, that it seemed like an 
act of nature and, at the outset, 
Was accepted with a kind of 
fatalism, as something pre-or- 
dained. In that moment the Ger- 
mans appeared, even to their vic- 
tims, as supermen. As they 
marched through the city, tall, 
clean, superbly clothed, with the 
shining rivers of their strange,

ering voice deepened the French 
feelings of inferiority. Perhaps it 
was in the logical nature of things 
that the strong should win and 
rule.

morous; lucid, and never senti- 
mental, 

Paris is the 
Seurrat, Utrillo, who convey 
beauty in light and vibrancy, 
‘manner of seeing and painting 
‘that no German has ever mas- 
itered in art or in life. Despite 
that it was rebuilt by Napoleon 
‘the conqueror, it is not monu- 
mental but graceful. Nothing is 
overblown; everything is in mod- 
eration. Moderation is so un-Ger- 
man that the Germans make vices 
out of their very virtues, commit- 
ting, as George Bernard Shaw re- 
marked back in 1901, hideous 
crimes but always and only in 
the name of duty.

Treanor, who suffered head 
and internal injuries and a 
crushed foot, died at 4 o'clock 
this morning on the operating 
table of an American field hos- 


pital and was buried a few hours. 


later in the Third Army ceme- 
tery near Le Mais. He leaves 
a wife and three children. 
Another corresrondent who was 
a@ passenger in the jeep suffered 
a broken leg, the third reporter 


suffered a fractured foot, and 
the driver’s arm was broken. All 
were evacuated to a general hos- 
pital in Engiand. 


Veteran of Three Campaigns. 


Treanor, a veteran of the Af- 
rican, Sicilian and Italian cam- 
paigns, was one of the original 
bank of correspondents who came 
to France early in July under 
assignment with the American 
Third Army. He had three jobs, 
writing columns for his own and 
a London newspaper and handling 
a daily broadcast assignment for 
the National Broadcasting Co. 

Treanor was considered 


of correspondents with the Third 
Army. His duties carried him 
daily to the most advanced posts 
in the battleline—a routine of in- 
cessant hardship and danger. 
The accident occurred at 6 
o'clock yesterday evening at a 
crossroad beyond a village on the 


road to the Seine. A few minutes. 


earlier, one of the other corre- 
spondents, who was occupying the 
least uncomfortable seat in the 
jeep beside the driver, insisted 
that Treanor, then in the rear 
seat, exchange places. This act of 
courtesy saved the man’s life. 

Treanor’s crowning ambition was 
to be the first to broadcast, from 
Paris, news of the liberation of 
the French capital. He had per- 
suaded his companions to abandon 
one combat team for another that 
seemed to be advancing faster. 
The jeep, turning to change direc- 
tions in blinding dust at the cross- 
road, ran under tank tracks which 
crushed the engine and the front 
seats as if they were tinfoil. 

Jests After Rescue. 

The victims quickly were extri- 
cated and placed in an ambulance. 
Treanor, who was conscious until 
an anesthetic was given, calmly 
joked with his companions over 


their failure to have gotten a pic-| 


ture of an accident some weeks 
ago in which the same jeep, driv- 
ing at high speed in a blackout to 
deliver copy to the wireless send- 
ing station, overturned and killed 
a first lieutenant press officer and 
its driver. , 

Repaired after that accident, the 
jeep now is a heap of wreckage 
that has killed its last man.

Old-Fashioned Sugar Cookies. 

Two and one-fourth cups sifted 
flour, two teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup butter, one cup sugar, 
one egg (beaten), one-half tea- 
spoon flavoring (one-fourth tea- 
spoon lemon, one-fourth teaspoon 
vanilla), one-fourth cup milk, one- 
half cup raisins. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der and salt and resift three times. 
Cream butter and sugar, add egg 
and mix well. Add flavorings. Add 
dry ingredients alternately with 
the milk to creamed mixture. Add 
raisins. Roll out one-fourth inch 
thick on a lightly floured board. 
Sprinkle with granulated sugar 
Bake 
at 375 degrees for eight to 10 min- 
utes. Yield: About three dozen, 
two and one- half inches in diam- 
eter.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 


NE of the objections raised 
by people who are afraid of 
universal military training is 
that this is a pattern which was 
followed by the Fascists in Ger- 
many and Italy, and by the Com- 
munists in Russia. Such people 
are afraid of having girls included 
for any kind of training, or of go- 
ing a step beyond military train- 
ing and giving training which 
might stimulate interest in gov- 
ernment and participation in it, 
because that would increase the 
parallel, 


When one says that the aid 
given to Russian youth in obtain- 
ing higher education. is perhaps 
greater than anything we have 
worked out here, and that we 
might examine what they have 
done in relation to any future 
plans of ours, there is gat once 
the shriek from certain quarters 
that we wish to communize our 
As a matter of fact, it 
is highly unwise not to examine 
what was done in other countries. 
There is no need to copy it, but 
we might improve on it and 
adapt it to our own purposes. 


I cannot imagine that anyone 
in this country would want to see 
our young people subjected to the 
kind of regimentation and instruc- 
tion which was enforced in Ger- 
many and Italy, nor do I think 
that we would want to see our 
young people indoctrinated in the 
way that the Russians indoctri- 
nated their young people. But 
why we should not take anything 
we find that is good, and use it 
in a way which. will benefit our 


youth, is incomprehensible to me. 
It shows a kind of fear and un- 
certainty about ourselves which is 
to me entirely unfathomable. I 
have faith in our people and in 
our youth, and I do not believe 
you could put over on us some- 
thing which did not meet with 
agreement from the majority of 
the people in this country. 


I think we have learned from 
the draft that we need a better 
knowledge of nutrition, and better 
medical care for our children. To 
attain this, we must of necessity 
make some changes in our educa- 
tional system, because we cannot 
expect any- improvement except 
through the knowledge and under- 
standing of our young people. The 
year of extra training beyond high 
school might add enormously to 
the kind of education which would 
help us to achieve these improve- 
ments in our standards of living. 
Such improvement does not hec- 
essarily mean that we need more 
money per family; it often means 
we need more knowledge per fam- 
ily in order to use what we have 
at hand. 


It is a long time since I have 
worked closely with any organiza- 
tion, or been actively connected 
with the work that any particular 
group is doing. I think, however, 
that these things which I have 
been writing about during the past 
few days should be of interest and 
become matters of discussion not 
only in women’s groups but in 
men’s groups and in groups of 
young people, because they are go- 
ing to affect the life of our nation 
and that of many other nations 
in the future.

Emergency 
Treatment 


For Adults 
By 
Logan Clendening, M.D. 


ESTERDAY our article was 
Y about the common medical 

emergencies of infancy and 
childhood, This was printed in 
recognition of the present situation 
that doctors are scarce and hard 
to get and the housekeeper in the 
family will have to administer the 
first part of the first aid most of 
the time. Today we will consider 
the medical emergencies which 
may occur to adults. 

Adults are not subject to emer- 
gencies from natural disease near- 
ly as much as children. The dis- 
eases of age tend to creep up on 
the victim slowly. But adults come 
more into contact with machines 
and moving objects and bad food. 
So adult emergencies are more 
likely to be trauma-—cuts, bruises, 
burns, sprains, broken bones or 
poisoning. 

A possible fracture should al- 
Ways be suspected in a collision 
accident—being knocked down by 
an automobile, etc.—or a fall, and 
falls are very common household 
accidents in the late summer and 
early fall, what with getting up 
on rickety ladders for house clean- 
ing or going down dark cellar 
stairs to start the furnace, etc.

YOU ARE IN THE presence of 
a person who has auffered such 
an accident, and there is no doctor 
or anybody else around-—-what are 
you to do? Well, the first piece of 
advice I feel like giving is that of 
a famous old Dublin practitioner 
who was outlining his final testa- 
ment of wisdom in the art of treat- 
ment to a favorite assistant who 
was leaving him to go out to a 
wilderness of patients of his own. 
The young man had departed and 
closed the door when the old doctor 
ran after him and said—*“And oh, 
Charlie—one thing more—don’t do 
too much!” 

The tendency when a person has 
been knocked down or fallen off 
something and is lying dazed in a 
heap is to display great activity 
when as a matter of wisdom mas- 
terful inactivity is called for, Do 
not try to move them about too 
much, or lift the head, or arrange 
the clothes. The injured person is 
bound to be in more or less shock 
and such movements only add to 
the shock. 

The more severe the injury the 
less the patient should be handled.

ESPECIALLY DON’T try to 
move the limbs to see if there is 
a dislocation or a fracture, After 
the shock is over and the victim 
has come out of his daze, and he 
has to be transported to a doctor, 
if you even suspect a fracture, 
put on a simple splint with a piece 
of board or a pillow or a sling. It 
doesn’t make any difference for 
immediate purposes whether the 
ends of the fractured bones are in 
position or not; the only purpose 
of the splint is to reduce pain and 
shock, 

For poisonings don’t try to re- 
member the exact antidote. Gen- 
eral Measures are of more import- 
ance—empty the stomach by vom- 
iting, the bowels by enema, get the 
patient to bed and sweating. The 
universal antidote that can prob- 
ably be found in any household is 
tincture of iodine added to boiled 
starch, Or egg white and baking 
soda, 

Natural disease that produces 
emergencies in adults manifests 
itself in the great majority of 
cases by pain (appendicitis, gall- 
stones, heart pain) or shortness of 
breath. For any of them, rest, hot 
water bags, and paregoric will do 
best until the doctor comes.

Two cups cooked hailbut; two 
tablespoons chopped green pepper;

Fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites 
and pour into a greased loaf pan, 
Place the loaf pan in a pan of hot 
water and bake for one hour ina 
preheated oven at 350 degrees, (To 
make the cheese sauce add one- 
fourth cup of grated cheese and 
one tablespoon prepared mustard 
to one cup of medium white sauce.)

Victor Proetz, Famed Architect- 
Designer, Feels Houses and 


Furnishings Should Fit Their Owners 


By Helen Clanton 


NE of the questions which Vic- 
QO tor Proetz, St, Louis-born 

architect and furniture design- 
er, had occasion to ask himself 
in his early career was, “If Chip- 
pendale made a gateleg table, what 
kind of table would Chippendale 
have made?” He meant it seri- 
ously, he tells us, because he need- 
ed just such a gateleg table for 
the home of a client, and he could 
find no record of the eighteenth 
century master ever designing 
such a table. So Proetz designed 
what he thought Chippendale 
would have made under similar 
circumstances. It is proof of the 
close study he has made of the 
old furniture masters that he was 
able to produce a table which was 
almost identical with several 
original Chippendale gateleg tables 
which Proetz discovered several 
years later in England, at Emanuel 
Hall, Oxford. “Evidently this table 
is not recorded in most of the 
catalogs of Chippendale’s work,” 
he explains. “I was very pleased 
at the time to see how closely my 
imaginary copy compared with 
the original.” 

It is evident, however, after 
viewing the exhibition at the Art 
Museum of furniture, ceramics, 
textiles, designed by the former 
St. Louisan that he depends upon 
no copy of the past for inspira- 
tion in his designs. “I don’t think 
that I have been influenced more 
by one period than another,” he 
says. “I have attempted in many 
cases to adapt features of various 
periods to furniture suitable to the 
needg of modern living.”

ROETZ, born and reared in St. 

Louis, practiced architecture 

here with Ralph Cole Hall 
(now in the Navy) rom 1924 until 
1934, They designed many St. Louis 
homes built in that period, and 
together started devising suitable 
furniture for these buildings. “I 
started to become interested in 
designing furniture when I so 
often found it impossible to buy 
what I needed for a particular 
project,” Proetz explains. “Some- 
times a client would possess a 
very beautiful antique, and there 
was no available furniture sig- 
nificant enough to use with it. 
Then, for homes of contemporary 
design, the ready-made modern 
pieces were frequently too clumsy 
or lifeless for use. For the pub- 
lic rooms I was commissioned to 
do, there was no existng furn- 
ture of the monumental scale 
needed. Occasionally, the use of 
unusual color schemes and ma- 
terials made the combination of 
anything but specially designed 
furniture ludicrous, 


“T have always believed that 
the individual home and its fur- 
nishings should be as much a 
part of the owner’s personality 
as the clothes he wears, the mu- 
sic he likes, or the books he 
reads. It seems ridiculous to me 
that people who go to a great 
deal of trouble to have just the 
house they want built, will buy 7 
furniture which has no meaning 
or relation to its setting. Houses 
should fit their owners.

Natur- 
ally, we asked him right away 
about “Brook House,” the Mount- 
batten residence in London.

West, holding control ef the 
trump suit with the well guarded 
king, opened his singleton club, in- 
tending to put East in later with a 
diamond and ruff a club return for 
the setting trick. Declarer, win- 
ning with the club jack, had little 
trouble visualizing West's isidious 
plan, and not much more trouble 
in nipping it in the bud. He laid 
down the heart ace, then led his 
singleton spade and finessed with 
the queen. The spade ace was 
then cashed for one diamond dis- 
card, and declarer’s next move 
was to lead the spade 10 and give 
the trick to West, discarding the 
last diamond from the closed hand. 
After that West could win nothing 
but the heart king—the club ruff 
could not be negotiated because 
East could not be put on lead. 

Obviously, an original diamond 
lead would have defeated the con- 
tract, but West’s selection was by 
no means illogical, and it probably 
would have had the desired result 
against 99 declarers in 100,
